Specific examples of CIA's problems arej- 

*U) fhe assignment to CIA of responsibility without com- 
mensurate authority for the coordination of national intelligence, 

•(b) The absence of national intelligence production plan- 
ning and scheduling by a body with sufficient authority and 
stature to direct coordinated production by all intelligence 
agencies. 

•(c) The inability of CIA to coordinate collection activity 
with production needs and to enforce collection responsibilities 
®i the IAC collectors. 


•(d) The cleavage existing between intelligence collection 
and production agencies both within CIA and in the IAC agencies. 

•(e) The scarcity of meaningful intelligence information on 
foreign scientific and technical developments, ” 

2 » GOAFS hopes that the national Security Council will, before too 
such longer, strengthen CIA's position by issuing directives car instruc- 
tions to the Departments, of which the intelligence agencies are a part, 
to eliminate the delays and difficulties we are constantly encountering. 
If toe ifSC will not do this, maybe we car get stronger, clear-cut 
legislation to give CIA authority, not Just responsibility, and to per- 
mit it to exercise less-hampered direction and enforcement of its 
coordinating functions, be are still trying "coordination by a gr eement" 
and are still disappointed at the slow rat# of improvement. 
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
